WASHINGTON

— 
Farm scientists have come up 
with a new “ ultrasound” device 
for quickly and accurately sep­ 
arating 
pregnant 
sows 
from 
their nonpregnant sisters. 
Feeding and caring for sows 
mistakely thought to be preg­ 
nant is costly, the Agricultural 
Research Service pointed out. 
By using the new ultrasound 
machine, however, “ a producer 
can. 
separate 
pregnant 
sows 
from nonpregnant freeloaders, 
allowing him to sell or rebreed 
the nonpregnant sows.” 
The 
ultrasound device, like 
earlier similar equipment de­ 
veloped for 
use 
in detecting 
pregnancy in sheep, works by 
bouncing sound waves into the 
a n i m a 1 and “ reading’ 
the 
sharply different responses giv­ 
en off by pregnant and nonpreg- 
ant females. 
Using the new ultrasound m a­ 
chine developed by ARS and the 
University of Illinois, officials 
said, pregnancy can be detect­ 
ed as early as 30 days after 
conception. 
The equipment includes a 6- 
pound. hand - held ultrasonic 
analyzer with a 
cathode ray 
screen. The analyzer is connect­ 
ed to a probe coaled with a 
few drops of oil and touched to 
the flank of the sow. 
Sound f*om the probe, reflect­ 
ed back from the sow’s uterus, 
appears as an echo “ picture” 
on the cathode ray screen. If 
the sow is pregnant, the echo 
appears on the right side of the 
screen, 
but 
echoes from 
the 
body wall of a nonpregnant sow 
have a different frequency and 
appear on the left of the screen. 
ARS officials said the total 
cost of the equipment is about 
$1.200. 
But 
they 
said 
small- 
scale producers could share the 
equipment 
or 
veterinarians 
could, as some are already do­ 
ing, buy the equipment and test 
sows on a fee basis.

It’s the sunglasses you w e ir, 
and they can be a big help in 
catching fish. Besides relie vein g 
eye strain and providing better 
vision, particularly in a boab 
sunglasses also can open a new 
world of underw ater sight. 
The best 
way to eliminate 
glare and im prove underwater 
iris ion is with a set of darkened, 
|K>larizing lens. The polarization 
process forms light waves into 
d i f i n i t e 
patterns, 
thereby 
reducing glare and perm itting 
anglers to .see below the w ater 
. s u r f a c e . 
And 
experienced 
fishermen 
have 
learned 
that 
what they see below the w ater 
surface influences where they 
fish, the lures they select and 
helps them see fish in time to 
plan some strategy. 
Some knowledge of coloration 
is required in order to spot fish 
underwater. Nearly all fish use 
«•olor as a form of camouflage, 
either 
as 
a 
counter shading 
technique 
o r 
as 
disruptive 
coloration. 
Counter shading is the color 
difference of a fish when viewed 
from beneath and above. From 
above 
most 
fish 
are 
dark 
colored, and this 
corresponds 
with the color of w ater (over

viewed from above. If you go 
beneath the surface and look 
up. w ater appears bright, and 
fish 
accordingly

colored underneath.

Indiana State Conser­ 
vation Officer, has a suggestion for let­ 
tuce growers who also have rabbits and 
chipmunks... 
A mixture of this solution sprayed on 
the ground around the young lettuce 
plants will keep the rabbits away: Add 
one tablespoon of ammonia and two ta­ 
blespoons of epsom salts to one gallon of 
water. Mix well and use the solution 
more than one time. It will also help fer­ 
tilize the ground. 
He also has a concoction to spray on 
the plants. Add one tablespoon of alum- 
nium sulphate to one gallon of water. 
Add soap powder to make the solution 
“sticky” and spray this directly on the 
plants. 
From our vantage point, this will be a 
year when many rabbits will be available 
during the hunting season. With the 
price of meat still high, hunting this fall 
will be more than a pleasure. It will 
mean meat for the table. However, a tip 
for hunters: first get permission from the 
owner of the land before hunting. Do not 
trespass. If there is livestock pastured be 
sure gates are firmly closet’ and fastened. 
Also it is illegal to hunt without first get­ 
ting a hunting license. 
Burney Jackson was successful in 
landing two turtles this past week on a 
hook and line. Mud turtles are delicious. 
They have meat that resembles frog legs, 
chicken, fish, and shrimp, but the meat 
must be carefully prepared to be good, 
otherwise it can be tough and leathery.

Jesus foretold it. St. Paul and 
other 
early 
Christians

perienced it. It has occurred 
countless times in the 2,000- 
year history of the Church. Yet 
each time it seems a sort of 
miracle. 
Under persecution, instead of 
collapsing, the Church thrives. 
This 
phenomenon 
is 
now 
occurring once again under the 
Communist 
regime 
of 
Fidel 
Castro in Cuba. 


Persecution 
of 
Christians 
seems to be something all new 
Communist 
dictatorships 
feel 
they must try. Older Commu­ 
nist governments, such as that 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
have 
learned halfheartedly, at most. 
Mission Boards Baned 
But 
Castro’s 
Cuba 
is 
a 
relative newcomer to the roster 
of red nations, and it still is 
putting 
some 
muscle 
into 
harassment of Christians. 
According to the Rev. Bibiano 
Molina, w’ho has retired in Fort 
Worth, Tex. after spending 50 
years as a Baptist pastor in 
Cuba, Castro’s antichurch ac­ 
tivity is producing the same 
result as every other persecu­ 
tion of Christmas since the time 
of the Roman emperor Nero. 
Castro first tried to cripple 
Cuban 
churches 
which 
had 
depended 
on 
support 
from 
abroad by refusing to permit 
mission boards in the United 
States 
or 
other 
countries 
to 
send any money or manpower 
into Cuba. 
“When this happened, Chis- 
tian ministers and lay people of 
Cuba 
reacted 
by 
supporting 
them selves,” Molina said in a 
recent report to the Southern 
Baptist Home Mission Board. 
No Open Preaching 
The government continues to 
make life difficult for Cuban 
churches, 
according 
to 
the 
Baptist pastor. 
“The government blocks off 
both. 
ends 
of 
the 
street 
whenever 
a 
church 
holds 
a 
service.” he said. "The streets 
are used for baseball, soccer 
and track, and the games are 
conducted while church is in 
session. But this does not keep 
young 'people from, coming to 
church. 
Cuban 
churches 
are 
filled with young people each 
Sunday.” 
In an effort to avoid the overt 
appearance 
of 
persecution, 
which is out of favor with more 
advanced Communist countries, 
the 
Castro 
government 
uses 
indirect harassments such as a 
law stipulating that preaching 
is allowed only inside a church, 
never outside in the open. 
Services 
are 
normally 
al­ 
lowed only at the customary 


hours on Sundays. A special 
permit 
must 
be 
sought 
to 
conduct a revival meeting with 
week night services. 


Future Seems Assured 
Despite these and other forms 
of “ strong government opposi­ 


tion,” Molina said, “the church 
is 
still 
very 
much 
alive 
in 


Cuba.” 


“ It is a miracle,” he said. 
“Church members are stronger 
than 
ever 
in 
their 
faith. 
Churches 
once 
dependent 
on 
mission boards are now self- 
supporting.” 
Best, of all, the future seems 
assured, because young people, 
told 
they 
should 
not 
go to 
church, are responding as any 
parent might have told Castro 
they would. They go to church 
—voluntarily, openly, stubborn­ 
ly. 
That the church thrives under 
persecution should come as no 
surprise to any reader of the 
New Testament. In one of his 
last talks 
with 
his disciples, 
Jesus warned them: 
‘‘You will be 
arrested and 
persecuted and put in prison.” 
But 
they 
should 
not 
be 
dismayed when that happens, 
he said, for “ this is your best 
chance to preach the gospel.” 
St. Paul urged Christians of 
Nero’s Rome to “look forward” 
to persecutions. 
“We can rejoice when we run 
into problems and trials,” said 
the .great, apostle, who finally 
lost 
his own 
life 
in one of 
Rome's persecutions. 
“Trials and troubles are good 
for us because they help us to 
learn 
patience,” 
Paul 
said. 
“And patience strengthens our 
character. It teaches us to trust 
God more firmly each time we 
suffer, until finally our confi­ 
dence in Him is complete.”
